pistol duel. After the murderer shot his wife in a jealous rage, he als 
vounded a Negro officer who came to arrest him. The criminal ther 
barricaded himself on the second floor of a three-story house and for 
eight hours held off more than 75 policemen in a pitched battle in whicl 
several hundred shots were fired and two more cops wounded. Detectiv 
Anderson crawled up an alley in the rear of the killer’s home, smashed 
the glass and entered the ground floor through a window. He waited 
until the first streaks of dawn and then started up the stairs. He met 
“Alabama Joe” on the steps and slew him in the exchange of shots that 
followed. He got a gold certificate of bravery from Mayor J. Hampto 
Moore for his bravery. 

Anderson was selected in 1932 as one of three Philadelphia officers to 
organize the newly-formed Crime Prevention Bureau. This experimen 
in combatting juvenile delinquency proved highly successful. The system 
of paroles, recreation and rehabilitation worked out for young culprits '

HERE IS an unquestioned note of comedy in all the sound and fury 


generated throughout the South by the still-raging political battle over 


whether Negros hould be granted civil rights already sumed by the 


U.S. Constitution to be rightfully theirs. The spectacle of spuming South-

erners of all political shades and schools rushing to the Mason and Dixon 
Line parapets to defend the cherished right of Dixie to “keep the Negro 
in his place” has all the elements of a mirthful Gilbert and Sullivan 
operetta. Anywhere else but in the South the burlesque routines of the 
Dixit politicos would merit jobs as circus barkers or radio comics rather 
than places in the U.S. Congress. But instead of yak-yaks, these can- 
tankerous Claghorns get votes. 

Because a decrepit U.S. legislative setup gives these fugitives from 
omic strips a potent voice as well as vote in the No. 1 forum of the 

ition, these Dixiecrats can’t be a laughing matter. For rather than stay 


their own bailiwick with their white supremacy routines, they have of 
ite been trying to prevent the rest of the country from deriving the 
benefits of modern-day civilization. Any and all efforts to make democ- 
racy a reality outside of Dixie have been blocked by the Southern bloc 
in Congress who insist on maintaining what they have dreamed up as a 


iew kind of civil right—‘‘the right to discriminate 


New Version Of The Four Freedoms 


HIS SEEMS to be the new line of the Confederates who lost the Civil 

War but who have been winning the peace ever since. Now it is the 
South, which is fighting for the Four Freedoms—the new version which 
includes “freedom to lynch, freedom to levy poll tax, freedom to serve 
in a lily-white Army, freedom to attend a Jim Crow school.” And the 
democracy-loving” governor of South Carolina, J. Strom Thurmond, is 
willing to take on the U.S. Army single-handedly to defend those free- 
doms. “Not all the laws of Washington, or all the bayonets of the Army 
can force the Negro into our homes, our churches and our schools, or into 
sur places of amusement and recreation,” he bellowed to a recent rally 
of Democratic rebels. 

“We insist upon the right which we regard as sacred to choose our own 

sociates,” orated a bellicose Senator James O. Eastland before the 
American Society of Ne wspaper Editors. The old bugaboo of social 
equality is being trotted out by every Dixie daily and the threat to secede 
—this time from the Democratic Partv—is belligerently set forth, all to 
maintain that most holy of holies, “the right to discriminate.” 

But if there exists under a democratic form of government a “right to 
discriminate,” what about “the right not to discriminate?” If Senator 
Eastland hotly maintains the right to choose his own associates, what 
tbout the right of other Southern whites in youth groups, churches and 
schools to associate with whomever they wish. If most Southern whites 
demand the right to exclude Negroes from their homes—and who would 
deny them this right?—-why do they not allow others the right to admit 
colored friends to theirs? If the South is suddenly to become so terribly 
concerned about the nation’s tolerance for its racial views, then the least 
that could be expected is that it would reciprocate towards the rest of 


the country. 


Spreading The Supremacy Doctrine 


HE SPECIES of bigot in the Southern habitat, infected as he is with 

he virulent. contagious germ of racial hate, does not believe in isola- 
tionism, however The mock cry of anguish demanding the “right to 
discriminate” is but a cover-up for the nefarious scheme to spread the 
doctrine of white supremacy far and wide. For the Rankins, Ellenders 
and their ilk are a belligerent, aggressive clan whose Jim Crow cult they 
hope to push just as widely as Hitler dreamed of cultivating his theories 
of Aryan supremacy 

Unfortunately they have done a pretty good job of it, certainly a much 


better and thorough one than the progressive whites who champion the

cause of interracial good will and tolerance. Today in many citi-, ang 
communities in the North the right of non-discrimination is virtyal! 
non-existent. Whites who would like to associate as freely with Nogr 
as they do with any other race and nationalities find themselves the by: 
of every type of abuse from the glowering frowns of polite society to oper, 
violence by police in some cases. 
In the nation’s capital, some government officials have found the}; 
“loyalty” questioned by the FBI because they have associated with Ne. 
groes. In Harlem police have challenged whites in the street on their way 
to a Negro night club or to a Negro friend’s home. In Chicago polics 
have on several occasions raided homes of whites because neighbors com. 
plained they had Negro guests at a patry. Landlords have been know; 
to evict white tenants because they had Negro callers. In one case ; 
landlord complained because a tenant had a Negro friend arrive for ;

The Truth About Social Equality 


HESE ARE the more grim manifestations of the violation of the right 

of non-discrimination. More subtle is the embarrassment to whites whi 
want to eat lunch with a colored friend and find that many restaurants 
will not serve them. Whites who wish to go bowling or roller skating 
together with Negro friends in many cities find it well nigh impossible 
There are but a handful of places where a white can take a Negro te 
dance, Right down the line in many, many phases of everyday life, th 
freedom of whites to associate with Negroes is limited and in many cases 
completely illusory. 

Racial discrimination is a two-edged sword, limiting the rights and 
freedoms of whites as well as Negroes. 

Big contention of the South in arguing in favor of segregation has been 
that it prevents Negroes from forcing social equality on whites. This, of 
course, is a deliberate and deceitful distortion. South Carolina’s Governor 
Thurmond, to the contrary notwithstanding, no Negro ever will or ever 
can force himself into a white man’s home, his church, his places of recre- 
ation. As Eleanor Roosevelt has pointed out time and again in reply to 
phoney Dixie arguments, social equality is a matter of mutual acceptance, 
mutual friendship, mutual respect. It is a two-way affair requiring that 
the white be willing to accept the Negro and the Negro be willing to 
accept the white. No more than a white stranger can force his way in a 
Negro’s home can a Negro stranger force his way into a white man’s 
home. No Negro can force a white girl to dance with him, to marry him, 


to associate with him. The reverse is also true 


Export Of The South’s Dictum 


HE SOUTH rails and rants about social equality because it is evidently 

intent on preventing progressive whites from associating with Negroes 
if they like and vice versa. The whole civil rights issue is not so much a 
matter of forcing social equality on whites as it is the export of the 
Souths’ dictum to the rest of the nation forcing all whites to accept the 
lack of racial equality, social or otherwise. 

As long as the little Hitlers in Birmingham and Atlanta, Charle:ton 
and Memphis insist on “the right to discriminate,” the rest of the na‘on 
should demand that the South respect its wish to be genuinely democr ti¢ 
and enforce the right not to discriminate.
